In 1956 WILKINSON 
was identified as a Communist Party member 
by a forme^FBI undercover agent within the 
party. Summoned at that time to answer 
the allegation, his reply to all questions 
was, "I/am answering no questions of this 
committee." This also became his stock 
reply to questions when he appeared during 
the Atlanta hearings. * * * WILKINSON has

This advertisement annour.ced the x ormat lo 
of the FPCC in New York City and declared the FPCo intended 
to promulgate "the truth about revolutionary Cuba to 
neutralize the distorted American press, 

"The New York Times" edition of January 11, 1961, 
reported that at a hearing conducted before the United states 
Senate Internal Security Subcommittee on January 10, -9£1, Dr. 
CHARLES A, SANTOS-BUCH identified himself and ROBERT TABeR 
as organizers of the FPCC, He also testified he and TABeR 
obtained funds from the Cuban Government whicn were applied 
toward the cost of the afore -mentioned advertisement. 

On Mav l6, 1963, a source advised that during 
the first two years of' the FPCC's existence there was a 
struggle between Communist Party (CP) and Socialist Workers 
Party (SWP) elements to exert their power within the FPCC 
and thereby influence FPCC policy. However, during the 
past year this source observed there has been a successful 
effort by FPCC leadership to minimize the role of tnese and 
other organizations in the FPCC so that today their influence 
is negligible. 

On May 20, 1°63, a second source advised that the 
National Headquarters of the FPCC is located in Room 329 at 
799 Braodway, New York City. According to this source, t e 
position of National Office Director was created in the Fall 
of 1962 and was filled by VINCENT TED DEE, who now formu- 
lates FPCC policy. This source observed LEE has lollowea a 
course of entertaining and accepting the °£ 

other organizations including the CP and the SWP when he has 
felt it would be to his personal benefit as well as tne FPoC s.

Islam". 


The NOI is an all-Negro organization which was 
originally organized In 1930 in Detroit, Michigan, MUHAMMAD 
claims to have been selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, to 
lead the so-called Negro race out of slavery In the wilderness 
of North America by establishing an Independent black nation 
in the United States. Members following MUHAMMAD* s teachings 
and his interpretation of the "Koran" believe there Is no 
such thing as a Negro; that the so-called Negroes are slaves 
of the white race, referred to as "white devils , In the 
United States; and that the white race, because of its 
exploitation of the so-called Negroes, must and^will be 
destroyed in the approaching "War of Armageddon .

A second confidential ^source has advised that 
as of July, 1962 , O'Dell was considered by the 
Communist Party (CP), United States of America 
as being a member of its National Committee.

The Spring, 1963, issue of •Freedomways" is self- 
described as A Quarterly Review of the Negro Freedom 
Movement 11 published by Freedomways Associates, Incorporated, 
799 Broadway, New York City. 

On May 24, 196 1, a source advised that a report 
was given on 'Freedomways 11 at a meeting of the National 
Board, Communist Party, USA (CPUSA), held on May 24, 1961. 

It was stated that the original plan called for the 
publication to be openly Marxist, but that it was later 
decided it would not be avowedly a Marxist publication. 
Editorials are In the hands of a mixed group of Marxists 
and ^ non- Marxists. It was stated that the central purpose 
of Freedomways M is to develop a theory and positive criticism 
of currents in the Negro movement, as well as to raise the 
level of understanding and discussion taking place in 
Negro life today and to project a socialist and pro-Soviet 
orientation. 

On May 25, 1961, another source advised that 
Freedomways was set up for the CPUSA by James Jackson, a 
member of the National Committee of the CPUSA,
